Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or suggest the method claimed by Applicant. 

The best prior art of record, US 6,012,342 to Blight et al discloses a plunger 
assembly for measuring occlusion pressure on a tube. The apparatus uses a Hall effect 
sensor to measure the position of the plunger, associating the position with the pressure 
exerted on the tube. While Blight discloses that discrete measurements are made over 
a period of time, Blight does not disclose that elapsed time is ever measured. One 
cannot associate a dynamic parameter of time interval, speed, and acceleration of the

movable portion as claimed by applicant without any measurement of elapsed time. 
Accordingly, the prior art is not capable of functioning as claimed by applicant. 

Similarly, DE 099 00 321 C1 to Brauer discloses only measuring the position of 
the flow cutoff member, without any time measurements.
